Responsive to the Final Official Action dated December 30, 2002, please 
favorably consider the ensuing comments in conjunction with the patentability of the 
claims of the above-identified application. None of the claims are amended in response 
to the Final Action. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject matter in 
claims 2 and 5-10. However, for reasons including those set forth below, Applicants 
believe that they are entitled to the full scope of protection sought by all pending claims. 

In reviewing briefly the status of the rejected claims, claims 1 1 and 1 5 stand 
rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 5,008,718 to Fletcher 
et al. Claims 1 , 3 12-13 and 16 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent 5,008,718 to Fletcher et al. Claims 4 and 14 stand rejected 
under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 5,008,718 to Fletcher et al 
in view of U.S. Patent 5,814,839 to Hosoba. All prior art rejections are respectfully 
traversed.
